He  took  an  active  interest  in  class  and  club  row- 
ing, however,  and  was  one  of  the  men  who,  although  not  car- 
ing for  a  leading  part  in  undergraduate  affairs,  was  always 
ready  to  give  his  time  to  doing  tiresome  things  that  he 
thought  ought  to  be  done.  Next  to  rowing,  his  chief  interests 
as  an  undergraduate  were  in  studies  of  psychology  and  of 
natural  history.  He  was  a  member  of  the  D.  K.  E.,  Insti- 
tute of  1770,  Memorial  and  Signet  societies,  and  the  Fencing, 
Stylus  and  Hasty  Pudding  Clubs,  and  also  of  the  Natural

where  in  a  very  quiet  way  he  soon  won  an  important  place 
for  himself.

Yet  I  have  counted  it  as  so  much  experi- 
ence that  would  work  in  most  opportunely  in  the  ideal  I  have 
always  set  myself,  that  of  getting  close  to  the  one  great  econ- 
omic problem,  how  all  people  in  the  very  near  future  are  to 
get  an  adequate  living  and  lead  a  moral,  sane,  profitable  life. 
The  making  of  men  and  women  rather  than  the  making  of 
profits,  as  some  men  seem  to  assume  today,  is  the  problem. 
This  is  embodied  in  the  word  ' '  Socialism. ' '  I  was  a  Socialist 
in  college;  I  am  still  one.  My  personal  experience  has  only 
led  me  still  further  along  this  same  path.  So  much  as  pre- 
liminary. After  working  two  years  at  literary  work,  I  was 
burned  out  in  the  Chelsea  fire,  losing  home,  library,  every- 
thing, in  fact,  but  a  half  dozen  books  and  the  few  clothes  on 
my  back.  I  went  to  Waltham,  Mass.,  my  old  home  town, 
where  I  took  up  teaching  for  a  living.  I  taught  first  at  the 
"Waban  School,  Waban,  Mass.,  teaching  Latin  and  French 
there  during  1909-1910.

He  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  on  November  12,  1883, 
the  son  of  James  Mortimer  and  Cornelia  Peabody  Mont- 
gomery. In  1899  he  went  to  Pomfret  School,  graduating  in 
1902  to  enter  Harvard.  At  school  he  had  taken  a  leading 
part  and  his  strong  personality  soon  brought  him  into  no 
less  prominence  in  college.  In  the  freshman  year  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  class  and  was  on  the  varsity  football 
squad.  The  three  following  seasons  he  played  at  end  and 
tackle  in  the  important  games  and  was  regular  right  end  on 
the  1904  team.  In  rowing  he  was  never  able  to  make  his  re- 
markable strength  so  effective,  and  although  on  the  squad, 
did  not  row  on  the  crew.  Characteristically,  however,  he 
afterwards,  by  constant  practice,  made  himself  a  good  sculler. 
His  friends  in  college  included  men  of  many  different  types 
and  opinions.    He  was  the  second  marshal  of  the  class.    Dur- 
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ing  college  vacations  he  travelled  in  the  northwest  and  on 
graduation  turned  almost  inevitably  to  work  in  the  open. 
Some  men  theoretically  prefer  such  a  Ife,  yet  settle  comfort- 
ably into  the  routine  of  older  communities.  In  Montgomery's 
ease,  however,  the  impulse  to  a  life  affording  a  freer  scope 
went  deeper.  Soon  after  graduation  he  went  to  Arizona, 
Avhere  he  was  for  a  time  in  a  mining  camp.  Later  he  became 
connected  with  a  mine  in  a  remote  part  of  the  Copper  River 
District  in  Alaska.  He  had  just  been  promoted  to  a  position 
of  responsibility  when,  in  the  winter  of  1909,  he  lost  his  life 
with  two  others  in  an  avalanche  which  swept  across  a  moun- 
tain trail.  Physically  Montgomery  was  superb,  and  took  a 
just  pride  in  keeping  himself  always  in  the  best  of  shape. 
His  character  was  extraordinary,  robust  and  vigorous  with- 
out in  the  least  lacking  sensitiveness  and  sympathy.  It  may 
surprise  many  to  know  that  he  had  for  years  written  verse, 
some  of  it  of  considerable  merit.  A  diary  which  he  kept  in 
Alaska,  almost  to  the  day  of  his  death,  gives  a  graphic  and 
humorous  account  of  the  frontier  life  which  held  such  a  spell 
for  him.  His  memory  will  not  be  lost  by  those  who  knew 
him  well.  The  best  and  highest  type  of  Harvard  graduate, — 
a  valuable  life  was  untimely  cut  off  when  the  accident  of  the 
northern  winter  overtook  him  and  his  companions.

At  the  funeral  the  college  was 
represented  by  Dean  Hurlbut,  it  being  vacation  time  at  col- 
lege. "From  his  childhood  he  has  been  an  earnest  boy.  He 
was  always  industrious;  always  looking  for  a  chance  to  be 
as  useful  as  possible.  It  was  like  him  to  undertake  the  busi- 
ness of  distributing  daily  papers,  even  when  he  was  very 
young.  This  was  confining  and  the  pay  was  of  course  small, 
but  that  did  not  hinder  him  from  doing  the  work,  and  what 
he  did  he  did  well.  The  paper  itself  was  all  the  more  ac- 
ceptable in  the  house,  when  left  at  the  door  by  such  a  boy 
as  he.  He  was  ambitious,  and  early  had  his  mind  set  upon 
going  to  college.
